T he present city council, in adminis 
toring the affairs of the city, has been 
most efficient front a 
business stand­ 
point, and the me rn bern deserve the 
commendation of all. 
A t least 
this is 
the conclusion one must arrive at after 
considering tho financial condition of 
the city as shown by the reports sub­ 
m itted by the tax committee of theCom- 


m ercial Club, and published elsewhere 


in this issue. 
According to the report the council 
has conducted the affairs of the city 


the pa.-t year in such a manner that the 
floating indebtedness of the city 
has 
been 
reduced $21,568.71 
in 
thirteen 
months. 
T o do this, in addition to the 
receipts of the city from 
licenses, fines, 


etc,, a levy of IO per cent on the taxable 
property of the city wa-> made, but the 
current expenses were so held in check 
th at they were practically paid by the 
receipts of the city other than taxes, 
and the amount 
received from the tax 
levy 
was used to reduce the floating 
debt. 
There is still a 
floating debt of 
about $30,OJO, but at the suggestion of 
the Com m ercial C lu b the council 
will 
not attem pt so large a reduction again 
this year, hence only levied 8 mills. 
By 
an equally wise and 
ecomomie 
policy 
tho present year the debt will be con 
siderably further reduced, and when the 
floating indebtedness is all 
paid, and 
equal efficiency 
in the 
managing of 
the c ity ’s affair- 
is had, practically 
no 
taxes w ill have to be levied for city pur 


jMjses. 
And 
withal its economy the 
present 
c o u n c il has made many improvements. 


Fin e cement sidewalks have been built 
in 
all parts of the city, two blocks of 
streets have been 
paved, the city ha-' 
been well policed, and affairs generally 


have been well conducted. 
The c o u n c il thus having been so ell! 
cient in conducting the general welfare 


of the city, it is to be hoped that they 
will be equally wise and efficient in set 
tling the water works question which 
must be settled during the coming year.

T. D. Merrill, an old soldier about GO 
years of age, was found dead in tho city 
lockup this morning about 9 o'clock by 
Chief of Police Simmons and Officer 
Derocher, and tho events leading up to 
this incident are tieing investigated by 
tho authorities, they 
believing that 
death may have resulted from unnatur­ 
al means. 
In this connection Leon J. 
Ratiilal, bar tender at the John Contes 
Liquor company saloon, has been ap 
prohended and is now in the custody of 
Sheriff O. P. Erickson. 
A post mortem will bi* held at a late 
hour this afternoon and in the morning 
at IO o’clock Coroner Gibson will sum­ 
mon a jury and the case will be thor­ 
oughly investigated. 
The facts in connection are substan­ 
tially as 
follows: 
Merrill Lind 
been 
working during tho summer for Atter 
acy A. I). Polk at La Porte, where the 
latter has heavy cedar interests. About 
five days ago. as near as can be ascer­ 
ta i n e d , he passed through Brainerd en 
route for his old home in Todd county 
to visit with his wife. 
Ile returned last 
night coming in on the Morris train 
which was a little late and had intend 
et! going north again this afternoon to 
continue in the employ of Mr. Polk. Ile 
is supposed to have reached 
Brainerd 
with little money, but it was noticeable 
that he had been drinking quite heavily, 
he was adicted to strong drinking any­ 
way, and he spent most of his time 
about the saloons. 
He finally went to 
the saloon of the John Coates Liquor 
company in the ( iardner block and as 
th*' story goes ordered a drink or two 
and after he had taken them stated that 
he 
did not have 
any money. 
This 
naturally resulted in an altercation and 
Ratidal reached over the bar and struck 
the old man, knocking him over. 
He 
then 
put him out out of 
the saloon 
through the back way. 
Some time later Officer Hurley and 
McOiveren came around and seeing the 
obi man laying in the alley back of the 
saloon took him over to the city jail. 
This morning when Officer Derocher 
came on duty he was told by Officer Mc- 
( iiveren that he hail better go over and 
see the old fellow in the jail before he 
took him his breakfast, stating at the 
same time that the old man was breath 
ing rather heavily. 
Officer Derocher 
went to the jail and the man was draw­ 
ing rather long breaths and when he re­ 
turned writh his breakfast ho could not 
arouse him. 
Later he went over town 
and waited for Chief Simmons. 
About 
9 o’clock both the chief and Officer 
Derosher went to the jail andjthey w ere 
horrified to find that the old man was 
dead. 
He had evidently been dead only 
a few moments. 
Chief Simmons at once 
summoned the coroner and tho boily 
was examined and removed to the un­ 
dertaking establishment of D. M. Clark 
«fc Co. 
When the officers took the man to jail 
they did not notice'^amy bruises on his 
head, but this morning his face was 
somewdiat distorted and swollen and 
there was a small cut on the head. The 
effects of the blow he received will come 
out upon the investigation. 
There may 
have been other causes which might re­ 
sult in his death. 
He was exposed for 
some time to the weather and it may 
have been from this cause or he may 
have died from heart trouble.

The minute and exhaustive report of 
the tax committee of the Commercial 
C lub on tho finances of the city as sub 
mitted by Chairman W. I). McKay of 
this committee at the la.-T meeting of 
the club is given in full as follows, and 
it is well worth the persual of anyone 
interested in the welfare of Brainerd: 
To the president and members of the 
city council assembled: 
“Gentlemen: 
“ You are all awnro of the crying 
necessity fur reduction of our tax levy, it 
having become a burdon not only to the 
heavy property holders, 
but to the 
workman who only owns his home. 
To 
this end the tax committee of the Com­ 
mercial Club have examined in detail 
the expenditures of city, county and 
school and will place this data before 
the club at its next regular meeting. 
We also recognize the fact that the 
present council deserves a great deal of 
credit for the economical management 
of city affairs during the past year, and 
this fact has been expressed in meet­ 
ings of the club when it was illustrated 
th a t the floating indebtedness was re­ 
duced 
£21,598.71 
in 
about 
thirteen 
months as shown in detail by statement 
hereto attached. 
“This is an enormous reduction for 
practically one year, on a ten mill levy, 
and while it may seem a desirable tiling 
to wipe this all out at this rat*', yet it 
imposes too heavy a current tux and it 
would be modern tinaneering to pay off 
the balance gradually on same principle 
as bonded indebtedness. 
Your floating 
indebtedness is now practically $.‘50,(XX).- 
00. 
Suppose you pay one third of it 
each year until paid, this in itself will 
permit of a large reduction in your levy. 
T he assessed valuation both real and 
personal is about $2,.‘IOO,OOO and each mill 
produces 82,300,000. 
Thus you will see 
th a t it required levy of nine and one 
quarter mills to pay off what you did 
last year. 
We have also attached here­ 
to a statement of expenditures and re­ 
ceipts for one year. 
From this you will 
observe that when the assessments for 
.sidewalk- and streets are collected that 
the city with the revenue of tho elec­ 
tric light plant practically carried it 
self without one mill of levy. 
“This statement also shows that your 
electric light plant is an excellent in­ 
vestment for the' city leaving a net rev­ 
enue after paying interest on the $60,- 
000.00 bonds and the free street lighting 
of $6,350.12. 
“As you are aware, the school board 
have withdrawn their budget from the 
county auditor and by resolution have 
reduced it $9,000.00. 
The county com­ 
missioners have made a reduction of 
$5,006.00 on county expense and 82,000.- 
on bonded account and we now’ petition 
your honorable body to aid in this good 
work by making your by making your 
levy not to exceed eight mills for c u r ­ 
rent year. 
Tho figures expressed here 
show that it is possible to make it much 
less, but we wish to make our request 
reasonably consistent with good govern-
